PICNIC BEER: CART 
7 OUT OF COUNTY 


Ice Hurled When Lid Is Put 
on Walnut Manor Crow1’s 
Fun at Belle Mead. 


DRINKERS WEAR’ BADGES 


Help Themselves After Hustling 
Officer Out; Constable Bruno’s 
Pistol Awes Crowd. 


Angered at a Deputy Constable who 
was clamping the lid on their Sunday 
beer supply, men at a picnic at Belle 
Mead, St. Louis County, 
chunks of ice at the Deputy and women 
jeered him, Sunday afternoon. 

With the aid of his superior officer, 
the Deputy finally got control of the 
beer, loaded it on wagons and sent it 
o St. Louis. But he was compelled to 
listen to sarcastic remarks and hisses 


throughout the rest of the afternoon, as 
he lingered about to see that the lid 
remained on. 

For several weeks Constable Bruno or 
Central Township had had complaints of 
Sunday beer selling at the park, which 
is half a mile south of Jennings on.the 
Jennings road. So he and his deputy, 
W. H. Schaefer, dropped in at the park 
about 1 p. m. 

Finds Bar and Much Beer. 

Among others, the Walnut Manor Bus- 
iness Men's Association was holding a 
picnic there. In a corner of the park 
Bruno and Schaefer found an improvised 
bar, at which there were 30 kegs and 
30 cases of beer, much of the bottled 
beer being in tubs of ice. 

The Constable estimated that between 
100 and 150 men and women were in the 
proximity of the bar, most of them 
drinking beer from glass mugs. All of 
them had a badge, which was simply 4 
white, round price tag, such as is use: 
in stores. The men had their tags 
dangling from strings in the lapels of 
their coats, while the women wore theirs 
about their wrists, pinned to _ their 
dreeses or fastened by la vallieres. 

Bruno noticed also several men who 
had badges with the word “Committee” 
printed on them. He called one of these 
aside and told him the beer drinking 
must stop. After a conference with 
several other committeemen it: was 
to 2 e order, and the ‘ware: 
tender left his stand. 

Bruno departed about 2 o'clock, leav- 
ing Schaefer in charge. A short while 
later, according to Schaefer, three men 
went into the bar and turned the kegs 
so the faucets would be outside within 
easy reach. 

Rush Made on Barrels. 

That was the signal for a rush on the 
barrels. Men and women crowded to the 
faucets, each turning the spigot an‘ 
filling his own glass. Schaefer shouted 
at them to desist, but nobody appeared 
to mind him. 

The deputy threw himself into the 
crowd and struggled to get to the bar- 
rele. He had scarcely made his way 
inside the bar when he was bombardec 
with pieces of ice. One huge chunk 
struck him in tie back, bruising him 
s@verely. 

Fearing he would hurt some of the 
women or children, Schaefer said he did 
not draw his revolver. Finally he was 
seized and hustled through the crowd, 
just as Bruno arrived. 

Bruno Produces Revolver, 

The appearance of the Constable 

caused those around the kegs to fall 
back an instant. Calmly removing his 
pistol from his holster to his coat pock- 
et, Bruno announced that the next per- 
son to touch a bottle or a keg would be 
arrested. 
. There was no (further resistance. 
Bruno ordered the drivers of two brew- 
ery wagons to load up the unusued beer 
and start back to the city with it at 
once. The wagons took on 2 kegs 
and 24 cases. The remainder had been 
ronstied.

Albert Kapp Said He Would 
Shoot Rosa Powell. 


GIRL CRIES AT HEARING 


Takes Stand but Declines to 
Talk—Her Mother Tells of 
Several Quarrels. 


Wearing a black silk shirtwaist and 
a blue serge skirt, and with her black 
hair parted in the middle and combed 
flat over her ears, Rosa Powell, who 
shot and killed Albert Kapp in their 
room at 1920 Division street, held a hand- 
kerchief ‘to her eyes and sobbed fre- 
quently during the inquest, Monday. 

She took the witness stand, but on 
the advice of her attorney, Joseph 
Crouch, she did not desire to make a 
statement. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of homicide and ordered that she be held 
for the grand jury. 

Mrs. Emma Leahy of 1918 Division 
street testified that Rosa Powell was 
visiting her at 6 p. m. Friday when 
Kapp entered and asked Rosa to go out 
with him. 

“Rosa said she didn't want to go,” 
Mrs. Leahy testified. “Kapp said to 
her: ‘You go up and dress or I'll shoot 
your head off.’ ”’ 


Left Revolwer at Ho 
Mrs. Leahy testified that came and 


Rosa went out together and returned to 
her house about 9.p. m. They drank 
beer and listened to the phonograph 
until 10 p. m., when they went to their 
home next door. 

Earlier in the evening when starting 
for beer, Kapp had handed his revolver 
to Mrs. Leahy and asked her to keep 
it for him, as he didn’t want it found 
in his pocket if he should be arrested. 

At 1 a. m. Saturday, Mrs. Leahy tes- 
tified, Kapp knocked at her door and 
asked her to give him the revoiver. She 
handed it to him. Mrs. Leahy said that 
all seemed quiet the remainder of the 
night and she did not hear a shot fired. 
At 6a. m. Rosa Powell knocked at her 
door and told her that somebody had 
shot Kapp. At Rosa’s request Mrs. 
Leahy called a policeman. 

Girl Threatened, Says Mother. 

Mrs. Leahy said that several times 
she had seen Kapp searching neigh- 
rborhoed.-back yards for Rosa with a 
revolver in his hand. 

Mrs. Mollie Poweli of 1922 Divisior 
street, Rosa's mother, testified that 
Rosa and Kapp rented a home aboui 
‘(wo months ago. Rosa. she said, fre- 
quently twld her that she was afraid 
of Kapp. About a month ago, after a 
separation, Mrs. Poyell said. Kapp 
crawled through a front window of her 
home and held a revolver to Rosa's 
head and tlireatened to shoot her 

Mabel Powell, 17 years old, Rosa’s 
sister, testified that early Friday even- 
ing she saw Rosa and Kapp talking 
in’ the yard and they seemed to be 
friendly. She corroborated her mother’s 
testimony as to Kapp crawling through 
a window and pointing a revolver at 
Rosa’s head a month ago. 


Woman Heard Quarreling 
Mrs. Frances Austin sf 7125 ‘Biddle 


street, who lived at 1922A Division 
street until last Saturday, testified that 
about 11:30 p. m. Friday she heard Kapp 
and Rosa Powell quarreling. She heard 
no shot. 

Amzire Pates of 1917 Division street. 
a negro, who described himself as a 
preacher and granitoid worker, testi- 
fied that from the window of his h®me 
he saw Kapp and Rosa Powell figh: 
for more than an hour in their home 
Friday night. He also saw Kapp go 
to Mrs. Leahy’s home and get some- 
thing which is now known to have 
been his revolver. 


LIGHTNING KILLS TWO 
IN AUTO, CAR RUNS WILD 


Man at Whee! Stricken and Ma- 
chine ee Down Bank 
With 2 Women and Baby. 

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., Aug. 18.— 
With its driver killed by Hghtning, an 
automobile bearing two women, a baby 
and another dead man, ‘plunged un- 
guided down a steep embankment, on a 
road north of Cripple Creek, and hurtled 
ever the side of a hill. Neither of the 
women nor the baby were mrloeny in- 
jured. 

H. W. Lyle of this city, and Oscar 
Avery, Wichita Falls, Tex., the men 
in the party, were instantly killed, 
where they and their wives and the 
Lyle baby were returning from a picnic 
party near here. 

Shocked by the horror of the tragedy 
neither of the women was able to leave 
her seat in the rear of the machine, 
even after they observed that the auto- 
mobile was plunging wildly with the 
hands of a dead man grasping the steer- 
ing wheel.

IS SHOT BY DIVORCED WIFE 


Georgia Woman Fires When 
She Meets Former Husband 
and Her Successor.

Godbee, divorced wife of Judge W.:S. 
Godbee, shot and killed the Judge and 
fatally wounded his third wife today in 

the postoffice here.

Today, when she met Godbee and his 
wife, she drew a revolver from her hand 
bag and, without warning, killed God- 
bee with three shots and mortally 
wounded the third Mrs. Godbee with 
three more.

Howard 
Barnum, sole attendant at the road 
gaté, was,pacing bac kand forth when 
Thaw closed the storeroom door be- 
hind him and apparentiy did not grasp 
the significance of Thaw’'s early rising.

There. was little out of the ordinary in 
his appearance even at so early an hour 
in the courtyard and if Barnum saw him 
—as to this no one save the hospital au- 
thorities could say and they refused to 
talk—he raised no a®estion. 

A six-cylinder touring car, black, and 
60 horse-power, followed by a limousine, 
also black, loafed lazily along the road 
as the milkman drew near the: gate. 
TLaw, standing a few. feet away, ap 
parently unconcerned, waited until Bar- 
num unlocked the gate and swung ‘t 
wide to let the milkman enter. At the 
same moment the two cars drew up on 
the farther side of the road, oppostré 
the gate, and stood still, their engines 
throbbing. 


As Barnutn stepped aside for the milk- 
man to drive inside the £rounds, Thaw 
flashed past him straight for one of 
the waiting cars Barnum started in 
pursuit, but a flying leap landed Thaw 
safe within one of the cars, evidently 
the larger. Before the keeper could 
fairly reach the roadway the cars spe i 
in a cloud of dust that quickly blotted 
them from sight.

Thaw, slayer of Stanford White, who 
escaped yesterday morning from the 
Asylum for the Criminal Insane at Mat- 
teawan, is generally believed to be safe- 
ly beyond the borders of New York 
State. It is the consensus of opinion 
that a great sum of money was em- 
ployed by Thaw and his friends in ar- 
ranging the escape and that he was afd- 
ed by persons inside as well as outside 
the asylum.

In England, in 
similar cases, a person is found ‘guilty, 
but insane.”’ 

Chances of Extradition. 

When found—and it wus considered to- 
day a foregone conclusion that he would 
be found—the New York authorities, it 
Was said, might try to force his extra- 
dition on one of two grounds: 

1. That in escaping he technically as- 
saulted: a keeper. 2, That bribery of 
some attache of the asylum could be 
shown. 

One of these, if sustained, would con- 
stitute an extraditable offense. 

Howard Barnum, the gatekeeper by 
whom Thaw darted through the opening 
gate to an automobile, remained in jail 
at Poughkeepsie today. He maintains 
that he was innocent of any implication 

* in any plot. 

Lawyers seemed to be unanimous to- 
day in the opinion that there is possibly 
no hope for the extradition of Thaw if 
he were found in another state. 

“The belief that Thaw is already saf2 
from extradition is backed officially in 
many quarters, including a pronounce- 
ment by District Attorney Charles §. 
Whitman, who telegraphed as follows 
from Bretonwoods, N. H., in answer to 
an inquiry: 

“Thaw, was acquitted and there is no 
indictment pending against him in New 
Yurk. He cannot be extradited.’ 

It is an incident ‘that the New York 
State Bar Association now is contend- 
ing for a modification of the verdict 
in such cases as Thaw’s. The statutory 
verdict in the case of a person who has 
committed murder and who is proved 
to have been insane at the time, is 
“not guilty by reason of insanity,’’ ac- 
cording to the present law. The Bar 
Association has been vigorously press- 
ing for a statutory verdict such as 
“guilty, but insane,” as is provided in 
England where such a person is a crim- 
inal and can be recovered by -extradi- 
tion. 

Under the present laws here there is 

only one slight loophole through whjch 
the New York authorities might ag 
Thaw back from another state. Some 
lawyers point out if it could be shown 
that Thaw had bribed any atate official 
to ald him tn the escape he might be 
extradited. 
Dr. Kieb offered & personal reward 
of $500 for Thaw’s apprehension, in ad- 
dition to the $50 usually given by the 
State in such cases. 

A rigid investigation, begun without 
delay, inclined Dr. Krieb to the belief 
that Thaw planned flight on a yacht 

~ in Long Island Sound, and that if he 
reached the yacht it was by relays of 
automobiles stationed along the road to 
throw pursuers off the trail. 

This investigation disclosed the fact, 
Dr. Kieb added, that four of the men 
who aided Thaw went to Matteawan in 
the black touring car last Friday and 
registered at the Holland Hotel as Roger 
Thompson, Richard D. Beetle, Michael 
O'Keefe and Eugene Duffy, all of New 
York City. The fifth man aiding in 
Thaw’s escape, according to the investi- 
gation, reached Matteawan Saturday. 
He joined the group at the Holland Ho- 
tel under the name of Thomas Flood 
of New York City. He is said to have 
driven the big car when Thaw escaped. 
“Hel Good Fellows” His Business 

The men who arrived Friday 
were described as ‘‘rather sporty indli- 
viduals” by William Gordon, proprietor 
of the hotel. They spent their time 
mostly in the barroom, where they made 
@ name as free spenders. Gordon talked 
quite a bit with the four men and es- 
pecially Thompson, who appeared to be 
the leader. He had a talk with Thomp- 
son Saturday, which caused him to open 
his eyes wide when he heard-of Thaw’'s 
escape.

He told friends on more than one oéca- 
sion that “Thaw makes trouble for all 
of us and keeps the place in a turmoil.”’ 

Thaw’s escape was aided by the fact 

that he has constantly declared that he 
would not accept freedom unless it came 
ky legal process. The hospital authori- 
ties, as a result had given him liber- 
tics which many other prisoners did not 
enjoy. In fact he has been regarded as 
a “‘trusty’’ for some time. 
One of the five men who aided Thaw 
to escape described himself around Bea- 
con as Richard J. Butler. He was a 
big man with a smooth face and a deep 
voice, and his description fits that of 
former Assemblyman Richard J. But- 
ler, a structural iron worker and poli- 
tician of this city and head of the 
Longshoremen’s Union. Butler left his 
home at 366 West Twenty-seventh street 
Saturday, according to his wife. He did 
not say where he was going or when he 
would be back. Yesterday afternoon he 
called his wife on the long-distance 
telephone, told her not to worry about 
him and announced that he would be 
home tonight. Mrs. Butler said she had 
not heard her husband talking about 
Harry Thaw. 


What makes the seeming connection 
of Butler with the escape a matter of 
interest is the fact that he long “has 
been a close friend of Alfred Henry 
Lewis, the writer, who figured promi- 
nently in the proceedings looking to the 
liberation of Thaw, which brought about 
the Anhut scandal. Butler has been a 
handy man for Lewis and Lewis’ broth- 
er, William, who is editor of the Morn- 
ing Telegraph, which frequently has de- 
clared Thaw's imprisonment in Mattea- 
wan was not legally justifiable.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw, who is in the midst of an 
engagement at Hammerstein’s Victoria 
Theater, where she made her first ap- 
pearance two weeks ago on the Ameri- 
can stage, since her marriage to Thaw, 
was in her suite in the Hotel Brevoort, 
Fifth avenue and Eighth street, when 
she first heard of her husband's theatri- 
Cal escape from Matteawan.

When Mrs. Thaw received newspaper 
reporters she had regained her compo- 
sure. “I am not afraid,” she said slow- 
ly, with a detached air of one who 
looks beyond.

I am as safe here as I would 
be anywhere, safer, really, with the pro- 
tection I will have. But it is the 
thought of the future, of what might 
happen when I leave New York, if Har- 
ry remains free that worries me.

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JUDGE GRIMM 
DECIDES Y.M.C.A. 
MUST PAY TAXES 


Enters Judgment for $2633 in 
the Suit of Collector 
Koeln. 


Judge Grimm Monday held that the 
property of the Young Men's Christian 
Association in St. Louis is Hable to tax- 
ation, and that it is not exempt, for the 


reason that portions of its buildings are 
rented for business purposes. He en- 
tered a judgment for $2633.92, the taxes 
for 1912. 

Judge Grimm stated that, because of 
the good work done by the Y. M. C. A., 
he felt it his duty to make his decision 
lengthy and explain fully why he 
reached his conclusions. 

Under the Missouri law the property 
used for religious and charitable work 
and institutions is exempt from taxation. 
Judge Grimm held that this law means 
that the buildings must be used exclu- 
sively for religious or charitable pur- 
poses. The evidence showed, he pointed 
out, that the first floors of the Central 
Y. M. C. A. Building, at Grand and 
Franklin avenues, and the North Side 
Y. M. C. A., 1909 St. Louis avenue, are 
rented to various business firms. This 
makes the entire property lable to taxa- 
tion, in his opinion. 

The Y. M. C. A. property had not been 
taxed for 2% years and had Been listed 
as cxempt property. Last year Assessor 
B:inkop assessed it, and sent the tax 
bili to Collector Koeln. Koeln filed a 
suit to collect the tax when payment 
wes refused. 

In defending the suit, the Y. M. C. A. 
asserted that, although parts of the 
bulldings are rented for stores,. the. in- 
come was used for religious purposes in 
maintaining the Y .M. C. A., and should 
be exempt.

America Would Go as Rome Did, 
He Asserts, if Equal Rights 
Were Granted. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Senator Ti!i- 
man, showing some of -the old-time 
vigor that won him the sobriquet of 
“Pitchrork Ben,” pitched into woman 
suffrage in a Senate speech today. 

“It is a beautiful dream,” said he, 
“that female suffrage will purify polj- 
tics. The vital and important thing for 
us to consider is the effect on women 
themselves. 

“We had better endure the evils of 
corruption in politics and debauchery in 
our government, rather than bring about 
a condition which, will mar the beauty 
and dim the luster of the glorious 
womanhood to which we have been 
acciistomed all our lives. 

“We can better afford to have de- 
graded and corrupt politics than de- 
staded and bad women. To have both 
in ever increasing degree, as was the 
case in Rome, would make the world 
sO unspeakably horrible, as well as 
coirupt, that good men and women 
both would aisappear from the face of 
the earth and civilization would be 
‘blotted out like it was in the dark ages 
after the fall of Rome. 

“I as so thoroughly a convert to the 
belief that you cannot touch pitch with- 
out being defiled that I shudder to 
think of the consequences to the wom- 
anhood of America should suffrage be- 
come. universal, taking in both sexes 
and all races. Yet the experiment is 
going to be tried, I fear.’’ 

Senator Tillman said the demand of 
women for suffrage was growing too 
fast to be stopped by “old fogies’’ like 
himself and that it was apparent the 
men of the country would give them 
what they demanded, even though it 
be to their ultimate injurv. 

“I believe women will improve poll- 
tics,” said he, "but ultimately politics 
will destroy her as we know her and 
love her, and when our good women are 
no longer to be found and we have lost 
the breed, the doom of the republic is 
near.”’ 

The danger from woman suffrage, 
said Senator Tillman, was increased by 
the “cowardice of public men every- 
where.”

Miss Casey says the girls who have 
femained at work here are mostly what 
she terms American girls, as distin- 
guished from those of Jewish or Italian 
families. These girls, she says, are 
faring better in some cases, in the mat- 
ter of wages, than the Jewish girls, but 
she says the benefits of the strike, in 
the long run, would be even greater 
for them than for the Jewish girls, who 
form the greater part of the strikers. 

“The Jewish girls mostly live at home, 
and they almost invariably marry,’ she 
said. “It is the exception to see a 
Jewish girl more than 24 years old 
making her living In.a factory. But the 
American factory girls, as-.a rule, do 
not marry, but go on working. With 
some of them, it is a life work—there 
is one woman 70 years old among the 
American women who stayed at work 
in one of the factories. So that they 
have to suffer all their lives from the 
conditions which the Jewish girl es- 
canes at an early age.

It was estimated by engineers at the 
waterworks that about 1500 persons visit 
the grounds each Sunday in summer, 
and it is amazing to them that more 
do not make the trip. Show places in 
other cities that do not begin to com- 
vare with Waterworks Park from a 
standpoint of beauty have attracted at- 
tention from many miles away, but the 
majority of St. Louisans, it seems, do 
not realize what is right here at home. 

It is worth while to see the muddy 
waters of the Mississippi being forced 
into a huge basin under terrific pres- 
sure, washed with iron and lime and set- 
tled in reservoirs, and transferred from 
one compartment to another until the 
yellowish and thick liquid is as clear as 
spring water. 

A big tunnel © feet below the sur- 
face of the river and extending under 
the bed of the stream carries the water 
from the intake tower in the middle of 
the river to the big basin, where the 
clarifying process begins. 

Aute Driveway in Park, 

Standing on the ground floor of any 
of the big machine houses one can look 
down at engines throbbing 100 feet be- 
neath the ground. Elevators are used 
by the workmen In going from the top 
to the bottom of the machinery. And 
everything is clean.

In view of this action of the “leading” busi- 
ness men is it any wonder that the community 
as‘a whole composed of only the average busi- 
ness men should lack confidence in their lead- 
ers? Why should this organization hasten to 
put St. Louis on record as favoring this pro- 
posed advance’ in freight rates throughout this 
great commercial territory? Had these “busi- 
ness leaders” investigated the many complex 
questions of fact bearing on the reasonableness 
of this request before passing such a resolution? 

Have these railroads serving St. Louis ever 
shown a disposition to donate from their re- 
serves any money to advance the interests of 
the community? In view of the long and bitter 
fight by the people of the State to reduce the 
passenger and freight rates within the State 
this action of the representatives of the business 
interests of St. Louis seems inconsistent. 

Will the “interests” that passed this resolu- 
tion pay the freight? Not likely. This pro- 
posed tax would be levied on the traffic. The 
manufacturer, merchants and jobbers will pay, 
no part of it unless compelled to do so by com- 
petition. It matters but little to-them what the 
amount of the rate provided their competition 
in the common market pays the same rate. The 
proposed advance in rates was to be uniform 
and extend over this entire territory. Hence 
the relative adjustment of rates between them 
as competitors would not be disturbed. No ad- 
vantage would have been gained by any of them 
over the other. They would meet in the com- 
mon markets on the same relative basis as be- 
fore the advance. The additional tax—so con- 
siderately approved by the Business Men’s 
League—is passed on to thé consumer with the 
specious argument that the advance in the 
price of the commodity is so small and trifling 
when distributed over so wide a field that it is 
not’ worth noticing. 

It may add another trifle to the cost of liv- 
ing, but what of that in view of the alleged 
necessities of these poverty-stricken railroads 
which operate in the official classification ter- 
ritory—namely the Pennsylvania, the New York 
Central and other trunk lines?

TT HAS BEEN WORSE. 


The United States Weather Station 
at Columbia, Mo., has issued some inter- 
esting figures regarding the drouth of 
this year and the one of 1901. The 1901 
drouth started in May. In that month 
there was .3% of an inch of rain as com- 
pared with 1.43 in 1913. In June, 1901, 
there was 1.23 inches of rain as com- 
pared with 2.40 tin 1913. In July, 1991, 
there was 2.74 inches of rain as com- 
pared with 3.38 inches of rain in 1913. 
This is a normal rainfall for July and 
shows that month has an accumulated 
excess of rain over 1901, though it is 
far below normal for all months men- 
tioned except July. 

The hottest day of June, 1901, was 
the twenty-ninth, when it was 104 de- 
grees as against 98 degrees this year on 
June 18 It was 111 degrees on July 12, 
1901, as compared with 100 on July 3 
this year. It was 102 on Aug. 2, 1901, 
as compared with 106 on Aug. 7 and W, 
1913.—Cass County Leader.

Patrolmen must pass mental 
and physical examinations. 

I and village in the United States. 

In most states the regulations ae- 
termining the appointment of these of- 
ficers are made by a board under the 
supervision of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Any man who answers the re- 
quirements laid down by the commission 
is qualified to enter the service and is 
appointed to duty as soon as a vacancy 
occurs. 

The requirements of the St. Louis 
board consist chief!y of a physical exami- 
nation. A sound body is of absolute ne- 
cessity. The personal qualifications 
which make for success in this work are 
not many. It is necessary to be brave. 
Anyone who hesitates in real danger is 
not the man for the job. 

Steady nerves and calm temper are 
also very important qualities. The ex- 
citable, easily irritated man is at the 
very start unfit for the work. Total ab- 
stinence from alccholic beverages is 
very desirable.. 

A rigid examination must be passed by 
the. prospective poilceman. This con- 
sists of physical and mental tests. Any 
citizen applying to the @cretary of the 
Police Board will receive all the neces- 
sary information on this point. 

The pay of a policeman is %5 per 
month to start with. This is increased 
to $90 when a probationary becomes a 
full policeman. There are higher popsi- 
tions in this department of public serv- 
ice which pay much more. 

Any man who desires to take up this 
work must be temperate, obedient, self- 
possessed and of good judgment and 
brave in the face of danger. With these

HERE is now little danger of eith- 
7 er the Giants or the Athletics 
losing in their respective leagues.

I don’t see how any team can stop 
the Athletics. ‘They are far and away 
the class of the American League, ani 
the only flaw has been in the shortage 
of good, experienced pitchers which 
Clarke Griffith said some time ago 
would beat them out of the pennant. 
But clever Connie Mack has remedied 
this by developing three youngsters 
who are performing brilliantly at pres- 
ent. These are Brown, Schawkey and 
Bush. He will now be able to ease up 
on Bender and Planx and give them 
some of the rest which they will need 
before the world’s series sets in. 

The Athletics have an easier schedule 
to face for th next two weeks, when 
they are meeting the western clubs, the 
weak portion of the American League, 
than the Cleveland boys have. Cleve- 
land will be playing Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Washington and New York. The 
Athletics and Senators are naturally 
robust teams and hard ta beat. The 
Yankees have found Cleveland to be 
the one club that they could give a 
battle to all summer. The Naps will 
have no cinch with the Yankees. 
Athletics Meet Easy Teams. 

While Cleveland is meeting the 
stronger easterners, the Athletics will 
be playing St. Louis, Detriot and Chi- 
cago, three teams which have fallen 
down in the race badly within the last 
momth. The Athietics. should. come 
home far enough ahead to be able to 
loaf to the finish.

I don’t figure the Athletics to be as 
strong in the outfield this season, either. 
They had Oldring, Lord and Danny 
Murphy in the previous series. This 
year they have Oldring, Walsh, Eddie 
Murphy and Strunk. They say Eddie 
Murphy is a great lead-off man for the 
batting order, but I do not think he 
hits as well as Danny. 

Red Sox Failure Hurt. 


Because the Athletics have been out 
in front most of the season, the obsery- 
ers rate them as being an unusually 
good, strong ball club. It !s a great 
team. JI realize that, but, with the 
crumbling of the Red Sox this season, 
the competition In the American League 
has fallen off. I do not consider either 
Cleveland or Washington to be great 
bail teams except in spots.

“The banks here weére 
transfer $100,000 by telegraph to 
Chicago through the subtreasury, and 
there were other indications of the 
approach of the season when the 
West will call heavily upon the East 
for crop-moving funds.
